Strategic  Planning  Process  Nears  End  Of  Visioning  Phase 


fAs  the  year-long  strategic  planning  pro- 
cess under  new  President  John  Griffith  nears  the 
halfway  point,  members  of  the  task  force  guiding 
the    effort    are 
pleased  with  the  re- 
sults to  date.

Gillespie  was  one  of 
30  members  of  the  strate- 
gic planning  task  force  — 
made  up  of  admin- 
istrators, faculty, 
trustees,  alumni, 
and  students— who 
took  part  in  a  three- 
day  retreat  in  May 
that  focused  on  a 
vision  statement  for 
a  strategic  plan  that 
is  intended  to  guide 
PC  through  the  year 
2010. 

The    theme. 
"PC  2010:  Moving  Without  Leaving  Home." 
focused  on  the  desire  to  see  the  college 
advance  in  the  next  decade  while  remaining 
true  to  its  mission  and  values. 

Consultant  Barbara  Taylor  of  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  served  as  facilitator,  leading 
the  group  through  various  topics  and  issues 
facing  higher  education,  in  general,  and 
Presbyterian  College,  in  particular. 

"The  external  consultant  did  a  very  good 
job."  said  Walter  Shealy  '71.  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  "The  pro- 
cess was  very  professionally 
managed,  and  that  is  critically 
important.  1  think  it's  also  been

important  that  the  process 
has  emphasized  consen- 
sus building  by  using  an 
inclusive  approach." 

That  approach  began 
even  prior  to  the  retreat, 
when  focus  groups  —  held  in  March  and  April  and 
made  up  of  faculty,  staff,  students,  and  various 
groups  such  as  the  Board  of  Visitors  —  discussed 
challenges  facing  PC  in  the  decade  ahead.  More 
focus  groups  met  during  the  summer  to  critique  the 
preliminary  vision  statement  that  came  out  of  the 
task  force's  retreat. 

"There  has  been  an  absolute  inclusiveness. 
and  we  have  taken  steps  to  include  as  wide  a 
constituency  as  possible."  said  Dr.  Ron  Dempsey. 
assistant  academic  dean  and  director  of  institu- 
tional research,  who  is  coordinating  much  of  day- 
to-day  work  of  the  strategic  planning  process. 
"Because  of  that,  we  ha\e  a  great  vision  state- 
ment." 

The  final  draft  of  that  vision  statement 
was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  a 
special  meeting  on  Sept.  8. 

Approval  of  the  vision  statement  then 
sets  the  stage  for  the  final  step  in  the  first 
phase  of  the  strategic  planning  process  — 
photos  by  steve  owens         the  inauguration  of  the  new  president  on 


Saturday,  Oct.  10.  Griffith's  inaugural  address  will 
cite  the  themes  being  developed  in  the  plan,  and  his 
personal  hopes  and  dreams  for  how  that  vision  will 
unfold  in  the  next  10  years. 

The  new  president,  who  crafted  the  year-long 
strategic  planning  process  in  the  first  month  after 
assuming  his  post  on  Jan.  1,  has  received  high  praise 
for  finding  common  threads  in  various  opinions. 

"Dr.  Griffith  did  an  outstanding  job  of  bring- 
ing together  the  opinions  of  a  wide  variety  of 
people  who  care  about  PC  —  students,  faculty, 
staff,  administrators,  alumni,  and  trustees."  said 
Dr.  Brian  Beasley,  associate  professor  of  math- 
ematics and  a  faculty  representative  on  the  task 
force.  "With  his  leadership.  I  remain  confident  that 
PC  will  achieve  the  success  that  we  are  envisioning." 

Another  task  force  member.  Bill  Scott  '69  of 
West  Point.  Ga..  said  the  process  is  helping  PC  find 
its  niche  as  a  residential,  liberal  arts  college  in  the 
21st  century. 

"It  was  a  very  good  experience,"  he  said. 
"I've  done  a  lot  of  strategic  planning  in  business, 
and  the  retreat  was  conducted  in  much  the  same 
way. 

"I  do  think  we  have  tried  at  PC  to  do  too  many 
things,  and  when  you  do  that  you  run  the  risk  of  not 
being  what  you  want  to  be."  said  Scott,  whose  son. 
John,  earned  his  degree  in  May.  "John  Griffith 
knows  this,  and  the  strategic  plan  is  focusing  on 
several  kev  areas  where  PC  can  reallv  be  great."

Oct.  9.  in  Springs 
Campus  Center,  featuring  "The  Sounds  of  Motown" 
performing  in  Close  Arena. 

The  inauguration  ceremony  will  be  the  focal 
point  of  Saturday  morning.

Important  Year  Ahead  For  PC's  Annual  Fund 


M  new  fiscal  year  has  begun,  and  the  Presbyterian  College  Annual 
Fund  has  three  goals  to  attain. 

James  Krege.  director  of  the  Annual  Fund  and  the  Scotsman  Club,  is 
eager  to  see  alumni  and  friends  of  PC  respond. 

"Your  participation  and  gift  to  the  Annual  Fund  is  vital."  Krege  said.  "In 
fact,  the  money  the  Annual  Fund  raises  helps  maintain  the  day-to-day 
excellence  of  the  college,  making  a  difference  in  every  aspect  of  life  at  PC.  The 
importance  of  the  Annual  Fund  is  being  highlighted  now  more  than  ever. 

"The  money  raised  by  the  Annual  Fund  is  used  by  the  college  where 
it  is  needed  most  —  from  providing  salary  raises  for  faculty  and  staff, 
funding  for  student  scholarships,  the  buying  of  athletic  equipment,  resi- 
dence hall  furniture,  new  computer  equipment,  the  upkeep  of  the  grounds 
and  facilities  to  the  purchase  of  a  single  light  bulb." 

The  goal  for  the  1998-99  Annual  Fund  is  $925,000  in  gifts  that  fall  into 
three  categories:  unrestricted,  alumni  scholarships,  and  the  Scotsman  Club. 
This  total  represents  a  17  percent  increase  over  the  previous  year's  goal. 

Another  goal.  Krege  said,  is  to  reach  50  percent  alumni  contribution 
participation  during  1998-99. 

"In  urderto  reach  60  percent  alumni  contribution  participation  by  the 


year  2000.  we  need  all  alumni  to  consider  making  a  gift  to  the  college." 
Krege  said.  "If  we  do  reach  the  60  x  2000  goal.  PC  will  receive  national 
recognition  as  one  of  only  a  handful  of  colleges  and  institutions  to  do  so. 
Our  participation  rate,  which  had  been  in  the  low  40s.  dipped  to  37  percent 
in  1997-98." 

One  final  goal  for  the  year  is  to  win  the  Alumni  Challenge  IV.  being 
sponsored  by  the  Independent  Colleges  and  Universities  of  South  Carolina 
(ICUSCl.  The  19  independent  colleges  in  the  state  will  vie  for  S100.000 
in  prize  money  as  they  compete  to  increase  alumni  contribution  participa- 
tion by  the  greatest  percentage. 

"PC  has  placed  among  the  top  three  schools  in  two  of  the  previous 
three  challenges."  Krege  said.  "We  want  the  alumni  to  help  us  beat 
Furman.  Wofford.  and  Erskine  —  and  lead  PC  to  the  top. 

"In  today's  competitive  environment  for  your  loyalty  and  contribu- 
tions, we  realize  the  many  requests  PC  alumni  and  friends  receive,"  he 
said.  "As  we  seek  to  increase  the  strength  of  Presbyterian  College's 
mission,  build  upon  our  regional  and  national  reputation,  and  increase  the 
value  of  a  PC  degree,  we  are  especially  grateful  for  the  continued 
generosity  and  participation  that  we  receive." 


lenge.  designed  to  encourage  all  alumni  and  friends 
of  Presbyterian  College  to  get  more  involved  in  the 
Annual  Fund.  Over  the  next  two  years,  this  two- 
some has  pledged  a  combined  total  of  $100,000 
toward  this  challenge. 

They  will  match  up  to  S50.000  this  year  and 
S50.000  in  1999-2000.  on  a  dollar-for-dollar  basis. 
( 1 )  all  increased  gifts  to  the  Annual  Fund  and  ( 2 1  all 
new  gifts  from  alumni.  For  instance,  if  an  alumnus 
or  other  friend  of  the  college  increases  his  gift  from 
S50  last  year  to  $100  this  year,  the  Whitaker- 
Woodward  Challenge  will  contribute  an  additional 
$50;  and  ifan  alumnus  who 
did  not  make  a  gift  in  1997- 
98  makes  a  gift  of  $75.  then 
this  pool  of  money  will  also 
contribute  $75. 

The  Challenge  is  to 
help  the  Annual  Fund  in- 
crease its  contributions  of 
$792,000  raised  this  year  to 
$925,000  in  1998-99.  The 
other  critical  goal  is  to  jump- 
start  the  60  x  2000  cam- 
paign in  an  effort  to  increase 
alumni  contribution  partici- 
pation rate  from  the  37  per- 
cent level  in  the  fiscal  year 
just  ended  to  50  percent  during  1998-99. 

"I  believe  the  education  1  received  at  PC  was 
second  to  none,  and  it  has  allowed  me  to  have  a 
rewarding  and  successful  career."  said  Whitaker, 
an  ophthalmologist  in  Myrtle  Beach,  $.C.  "Being 
part  of  the  PC  family.  I  have  a  responsibility  to 
contribute  to  PC,  not  only  because  of  what  it  has 
allowed  me  to  accomplish,  but  also  to  pay  back 
what  others  have  done  for  me.  I  receive  a  great  deal 
of  satisfaction  in  doing  my  part  to  help  PC." 

Whitaker,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
at  Presbyterian  College,  sees  the  vital  financial  role 
played  by  the  Annual  Fund  —  which  is  now  com- 
prised of  unrestricted  gifts  and  contributions  to  the 
Scotsman  Club  and  to  alumni  scholarships 

"The  Annual  Fund  is  critical  to  enable  the 
president  and  administration  to  direct  the  money  as 
they  see  fit,"  he  said.  "These  are  the  people  who  are

Woodward,  a  retired  vice  president  with 
Merrill  Lynch  who  now  lives  in  Clinton,  has  a  deep 
appreciation  for  the  generosity  of  those  who  came 
before  him. 

"Others  helped  make  it  possible  for  many  of 
us  to  attend  PC  and  we  have  the  same  obligation  to 
give  back  to  continue  this  pattern,"  said  Wood- 
ward, who  served  as  director  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation from   1995-97. 
"Fifty  percent  of  alumni 
from  Davidson  and  Furman 
are  giving  back  to  their  in- 
stitutions, and  my  competi- 
tive nature  wants  PC  to  sur- 
pass these  schools. 

"PC  is  currently  at  37 
percent  alumni  participa- 
tion, and  we  need  to  be  at 
60  percent."  he  said.  "Foun- 
dations consider  alumni 
participation  rates  prior  to 
awarding  grants  and  U.S. 
News  &  World  Report  uses 
the  alumni  participation  rate 
as  one  of  the  seven  measures  in  how  it  ranks 
colleges." 

The  alumni  participation  rate  is  viewed  as  a 
proxy  of  how  satisfied  alumni  are  with  their  alma 
mater. 

The  Whitaker-Woodward  Challenge  should 
also  help  PC  in  a  recently  announced  competition 
to  detennine  which  of  the  19  independent  colleges 
in  South  Carolina  will  have  the  greatest  increase  in 
its  alumni  contribution  participation  rate  during 
1998-99.

Construction  Begins 
To  Repair  Townhouses 

Iflfork  began  in  August  to  rebuilt 
two  units  and  repair  a  third  in  Presbyte- 
rian College's  senior  townhouse  complex 
following  a  July  6  fire. 

PC's  public  safety  office  reported 
the  fire  to  the  Clinton  Fire  Department  at 
approximately  1:58  a.m.  Monday,  July  6. 
Firefighters  reported  had  the  fire  under 
control  by  2:30  a.m. 

An  investigation  by  the  S.C.  State 
Law  Enforcement  Division  failed  to 
detennine  the  cause  of  the  fire,  but  a 
report  issued  in  mid-August  indicated  no 
evidence  of  arson  was  found. 

The  townhouse  complex,  built  in 
1997,  includes  three  buildings  housing 
five  units  each.  The  fire  gutted  the  first 
two  units  of  building  B.  both  of  which 
were  unoccupied  for  the  summer.  A  third 
unit,  located  in  the  middle  of  the  building, 
was  occupied  by  one  student,  who  was 
immediately  evacuated.  That  unit  suffered 
smoke  damage  and  is  also  being  repaired. 
The  other  two  units  in  the  building  were 
not  affected  and  are  being  used  for 
housing  during  the  fall  semester. 

Skip  Zubrod,  PC's  vice  president  for 
finance,  said  damage  to  the  units  was 
estimated  at  S300.000.  The  construction 
and  repairs  are  expected  to  be  completed 
in  November  and  ready  for  occupancy  in 
the  spring  semester.

Legal 
eagles  on  cable  TV  shows  analyze  the  daily  pro- 
ceedings of  the  William  Kennedy  Smith  rape  case 
as  if  it  were  a  sporting  event.  Callers  to  radio  talk 
shows  vote  on  whether  British  au  pere  Louise 
Woodward  received  a  just  verdict.  And  the  advent 
of  television  cameras  in  the  courtroom  cause  pros-

n  s  it  enters  its  1 3th  year  as  one  of  the  major  cross-curricular  endea\  ore 
at  Presbyterian  College,  the  Russell  Program  finds  itself  under  new  leadership. 
Dr.  Richard  Baker,  associate  professor  of  philosophy  and  a  member  of 
the  PC  faculty  since  1991.  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Russell  Program  in 
May  by  President  John  Griffith.  He  succeeds  Dr.  Jim  Skinner,  the  Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of 
English,  who  stepped  down  as  chair  after  leading  the  program  since  its  creation  in  1985. 

"1  told  Jim  Skinner,  it  was  a  little  bit  like  being  given  the  keys  to  a  Rolls-Royce  —  a 
wonderful  gift,  but  am  I  equal  to  the  upkeep?"  Baker  said.  "Fortunately.  Jim  has  developed  a  very 
strong  steering  committee,  so  I'll  have  a  lot  of  help.  I'm  also  fortunate  that  Jim  will  stay  on  that 
committee  to  lend  his  wisdom  to  the  process. 

I've  always  considered  the  Russell  Program  to  be  the  marquee  program  of  Presbyterian 
College.  It  brings  us  nationally  recognized  speakers,  supports  many  faculty  development  projects. 
o;  educational  software,  and  has  helped  innumerable  students  with  internships,

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Considering  that  he  is  one  of  only  25  heart  surgeons  serving  a  region 
of  more  than  2  million  people  —  and  one  of  only  three  present  on 
this  particular  Thursday  at  the  University  of  Virginia  Medical 
Center  —  Dr.  Curt  "nibble's  life  has 
been  remarkably  quiet  for  the  past  two  hours. 
In  the  first  three  days  of  the  week  he  had 
performed  no  fewer  than  nine  cardiac 
procedures,  including  two  open  heart 
surgeries  the  previous  day  that  had  lasted  a 
combined  15  hours.  The  week  ahead  already 
had  41  different  patients  logged  in  his 
appointment  book. 

But  for  the  moment  —  this  precious 
moment  —  all  is  quiet  on  the  cardio-thoracic 
front,  and  Dr.  Curtis  Green  Tribble.  PC  Class 
of  1975,  has  a  chance  to  talk  at  length  about 
what  may  well  be  his  favorite  topic. 

Learning. 

Not  just  any  learning,  however,  but  the  kind  that  would  be  categorized 
as  liberal  —  or  liberating  —  learning.  For  just  as  the  liberal  arts  teaches  that 
knowledge  is  connected  —  history  to  religion  to  literature  to  psychology  to 
music  to  art  to  science  —  he  sees  how  all  of  these  things  and  more  have 
made  him  a  better  heart  surgeon. 

"One  of  the  points  I  would  make  is  that  I  don't  think  that  people  need 
a  scientific  background  to  be  a  medical  doctor."  he  says.  "The  truth  is  that 
the  practice  of  medicine  is  not  the  practice  of  human  biology.  It  absolutely 
is  not.  I  think  my  liberal  arts  background  is  much  more  important  to  me  for 
what  I  do  every  day  than  any  of  my

mencement  record  books  —  he  is  the  onl)  person  in  PC  history  to  be  the 
valedictorian  of  two  graduating  classes. 

That  fact,  by  the  way.  won't  come  up  in  discussion  with  him;  such 
platitudes  actually  embarrass  the  daylights  out  of  him.  When  Tribble  talks 
about  his  Presbyterian  College  education,  it's  the  learning  that  matters  now. 
not  the  letter-grade  hurdles  that  he  cleared  along  the  way.  It's  the  learning 
that  took  place  during  those  five  years  at  PC,  and  the  learning  that  has 
continued  each  day,  often  each  hour,  in  the  20-plus  years  since. 

"Now  you  could  say,  and  it  would  be  true.  I  couldn't  do  what  I  do  if  I 
didn't  have  some  scientific 
background,  and  it's  easy  to  blow  off 
something  when  it  becomes  second 
nature  to  you."  he  says.  "But  day  to

people,  what  I  learned  about  communicating  with  people,  what  I 
learned  about  formulating  my  thoughts  so  that  other  people  can 
understand  what  I  am  thinking,  what  I  learned  about  what  people 
need  to  care  about  and  how  you  will  hear  it,  how  to  inspire 
people,  how  to  reprimand  people,  how  to  lead,  how  to  cajole, 
whatever. 

"I  learned  that  in  classrooms  with  (English  professor)  Jim 
Skinner  and  (religion  professor)  George  Ramsey  and  (English 
professor)  Neal  Prater.  The  organic  chemistry  lab  and  the 
quantitative  analysis  class  were  necessary  tools,  and  I  needed  to  know  that 
stuff.  They  taught  me  information." 

He  pauses  for  a  moment,  searching  for  just  the  right  words  to  give  due 
credit  to  the  sciences  and  the  humanities,  for  it  is  not  a  matter  of  what  he 
didn't  need  to  know  as  a  pre-med  major;  it  is  what  else  he  needed  to  know. 

"I  learned  information  in  Richardson  Hall."  he  explains.  "I  learned 
wisdom  in  Neville  Hall.  I  need  both  to  do  what  1  do." 

An  Example  of  Humane  Science 

The  combination  of  information  and  wisdom,  at  least  for  this 
Presbyterian  College  student,  was  liberal  arts  at  its  finest,  and  his  alma 
mater  recognized  that  fact  at  commencement  in  May  when  he  was  one  of 
three  medical  doctors  —  and  the  only  alumnus  —  to  receive  an  honorary 
doctor  of  humanities  degree. 

Yes,  he  is  a  physician,  schooled  in  the  science  of  medicine;  but  what 
sets  him  apart  —  and  this  is  the  concensus  of  all  who  know  him  —  is  his 
understanding  that  the  heart  is  more  than  a  human  organ;  it's  a  humane 
organ. 

"It's  not  that  he  set  up  the  major  heart-lung  transplant  center  between 
Bowman-Gray  and  Boston."  says  Dr.  Jim  Skinner,  the  aforementioned 
English  professor  who  has  remained  a  close  friend  and  watchful  observer  of 
Tribble's  professional  career.  "It's  not  that  he  has  again  and  again  been 
selected  the  most  outstanding  teacher  at  the  University  of  Virginia  medical 
school.  And  it's  not  that  he  became  one  of  the  youngest  tenured  full 
professors  that  that  august  institution  has  ever  seen. 


"Maybe  there  are  other  alumni  who  have  done  such  things.  No,  it's 
more."  Skinner  says  in  describing  what  makes  this  graduate  one  of  PC's  — 
and  the  medical  profession's  —  finest.  "It's  the  fact  that  he  is  a  living 
testimony  to  the  success  of  the  liberal  arts  at  this  institution,  that  he  is  a 
walking,  breathing  example  of  humane  science."

He  is.  says  a  colleague,  one  of  those  rare  mentors  who  does 
not  want  his  pupils  merely  to  succeed;  he  wants  them  to  surpass 
his  own  success. 

Just  as  his  own  PC  professors  wanted  for  him. 
"I  have  been  unbelivably  lucky,"  he  says.  "So  many  people, 
for  whatever  reason  and  probably  without  proper  gratitude  from 
me.  helped  get  me  where  I  am.  What  they  did  was  give  me  the 
overall  mechanical  problem-solving,  technical  understanding,  and 
people  skills.  I  am  a  regular  guy  doing  regular  work;  it's  just  that 
not  many  people  are  doing  what  I  do.  so  I  should  do  it." 

Fair  enough.  But  Skinner,  for  one.  has  visited  Charlottesville 
and  made  the  rounds;  he  knows  how  the  sciences  and  humanities 
have  been  integrated  to  create  a  singular  kind  of  surgeon.  The 
following  scene,  written  by  the  professor  after  spending  two  days 


with  his  former  student,  captures  what,  in  Skinner's  mind,  it  means  to  be  a 
humane  scientist,

You  know  why  you  needed  to  give  your  heart  a  rest  from 
carrying  those  big  saws  up  the  sides  of  mountains,  cutting  the  trees  as 
fast  as  you  could? 

Yes,  you  said  things  mux  be  getting  blocked  up  in  the  arteries  that 
feed  into  my  heart. 

Right,  and  the  pains  that  have  come  back  on  you  are  telling  you 
that  those  arteries  are  blocking  up. 

(Patient  gasps,  turns  whiter,  looks  as  if  he  will  faint.) 

I  don't  understand,  doe,  am  I  going  to  die? 

Not  a  chance,  if  you'll  let  me  operate  in  the  morning. 

Operate  on  my  heart? 

No,  operate  around  it. 

(Patient  shakes  his  head.) 

Look,  your  heart  is  telling  you  just  what  one  of  your  saws  would 
tell  you  if  you  were  cutting  into  too  hard  a  log.  Your  heart  is  whining 
and  might  stall  unless  you  let  me  operate.  All  I  am  going  to  do  is  this:  I 
am  going  to  take  some  veins  from  your  leg  that  you  really  don't  need. 
Then  I  am  going  to  build  a  detour  around  those  road-blocks  that  your 
arteries  have  put  there  for  me. 

(Patient  gasps;  he  may  really  lose  it  here.) 

That's  awful'  I'll  never  make  it  through!  What  are  my  chances? 

Well,  what  would  you  say  to  close  to  100  percent;  not  absolutely, 
but  almost? 

How  can  you  sax  that,  doc? 

Look,  we  do  almost  800  of  these  same  operations  every  year  here 
—  that's  almost  three  a  day. 

That  many,  doc'?  But  it  must  be  hard  to  do. 

(Patient  still  wavering.  Curt  looks  at  the  man,  looks  down, 
looks  up,  thinks,  then  looks  the  man  right  in  the  eye  and  smiles.) 

Hey  look,  no  big  deal  for  us.  Kinda  like  chopping  wood.  Come  on, 
I'd  do  it  if  it  were  me. 

(The  fear  is  gone,  and  the  man  smiles.  He  puts  out  his  hand.) 

Then  let's  do  it,  due. 

A  Philosophy  for  Patient  Performance 

What  he  learned  about  formulating  bis  thoughts,  about  communicat- 
ing, about  what  people  need  to  care  about  and  how  they  will  hear  it,  about 
inspiring  people,  about  leading  people,  about  cajoling  people . . . 

Dr.  Curt  Tribble's  liberal  arts  education  did  good  work  for  that 
lumberjack's  mental  health,  Skinner  says,  and  that  set  the  stage  for  his 
medical  training  to  locus  on  his  physical  health.  The  surgeon,  himself, 
elaborates  on  that  philosophy. 


"My  patients  expect  me  to  come  to  talk  about  what  I'm  going  to  do. 
all  the  technical  stuff.  You  know  what  I  found  out'1  They  don't  really  want 
to  know  that."  Tribble  says. 

"They  don't  care  any  more  than  I  really  care  how  the  airline  pilot  is 
going  to  set  the  gauges  and  plot  the  course  for  a  plane  flight  across  the 
country.  I  have  confidence  that  he  is  well  trained  and  all  that  stuff.  There's 
risk  to  it.  I  know  that.  But  it's  as  well  figured  out  as  it's  going  to  get.  and  I 
don't  have  to  go  up  there  and  quiz  them  to  find  out  if  they  care  or  any  thing 
else.  So  what  do  I  do  as  1  sit  in  my  seat?  I  think  about  what  I'm  going  to  do 
when  I  get  where  I'm  going.  And  the  patients  are  the  same  way." 

As  he  zeroes  in  on  this  insight  he  has  gained,  one  begins  to  understand 
how  he  deals  with  the  humane  side  of  the  heart.

"I  asked  him,  'What  do  you  want  to  do  when  you  get  well  again''  I'm 
going  to  do  this  operation  on  you  to  make  you  well.'  He  said,  'Well.  I  want 
to  go  hunting  in  the  mountains  again."  I  said,  'OK,  here's  your  part  of  the 
deal.  I  don't  want  you  to  think  about  the  operation;  I  want  you  to  pick  out 
your  favorite  hunting  spot,  and  I  want  you  to  picture  it  your  mind.  I  want 
you  to  think  about  being  there . . .  almost  a  mantra,  almost  a  thing  from 
transcendental  meditation.  Pick  it  out.  focus  on  that,  and  don't  even  think 
about  what  we're  going  to  be  doing,  because  the  details  don't  really  matter 
to  you.  You've  got  it  leave  it  to  me,  anyway.  You  don't  need  to  worry 
about  what  size  suture  we  use  or  how  long  it's  going  to  take  or  whether  1 
know  what  I'm  doing.  You've  got  one  job.  and  that  is  to  look  ahead.  And 
here's  what  you  look  at.  right''  You  look  ahead.  If  you  look  at  your  feet, 
you'll  fall,  but  if  you'll  look  at  the  horizon,  you'll  get  there.' 

"And  I  make  them  promise  to  send  me  pictures  and  letters  —  and 
each  week,  it  seems,  I  get  a  letter  or  a  card  from  one  of  my  patients." 

Collaborating  Outside  of  the  Box 

The  first  thought  is  that  we've  heard  this  advice  somewhere,  to 
picture  the  end  product  in  your  mind.  Yes.  it  bears  a  striking  resemblance 
to  some  of  the  sports  psychology  that  golfers,  pitchers,  and  free  throw 
shooters  employ,  and  there's  a  reason  for  that.  His  name  is  Doug  Newburg. 


A  former  high  school  basketball  star  who  played  on  the  University  of 
Virginia  team  for  four  years  with  Ralph  Sampson,  Newburg  has  a  Ph.D. 
degree  in  sports  psychology,  and  he  came  to  know  Curt  Tribble  about  10 
years  ago  when  the  surgeon-teacher  was,  yes,  wanting  to  learn. 

"I've  always  enjoyed  taken  advantage  of  the  university,"  Tribble 
says,  "and  I'm  always  looking  to  collaborate  and  step  outside  the  box 
slightly  to  bring  something  back." 

His  students  have  heard  from  an  astronaut  about  how  a  person  trains  for  a 
job  where  no  mistake  of  any  kind  can  ever  be 
made.  They  have  heard  from  an  expert  on  sleep 
about  how  the  human  body  can  overcome 
fatigue.  He  even  has  talked  to  a  drama  professor 
who  moonlights  as  a  stand-up  comic  about 
public  speaking  and  the  power  of  laughter. 

In  this  case,  he  wanted  to  learn  more  about 
performance  under  pressure  and  see  how  it 
might  apply  to  heart  surgery.  He  called  across 
campus  to  the  sports  psychology  program  and 
learned  that  this  former  college  athlete  was 
doing  interesting  research  in  the  area  of 
performance,  interviewing  Olympic  athletes,  aircraft  carrier  pilots,  and 
Grammy-winning  musicians.  The  two  immediately  found  a  common  bond. 

"I  already  knew  the  science  and  technique  of  my  part  of  the  medical 
world  before  I  met  Doug  —  and  I'm  still  learning  those  things."  Tribble 
says.  "But  what  he  and  I  have  been  working  on  together  for  the  past  10 
years  is  the  art  of  what  I  do." 

The  result  is  a  relationship  that  has  become  both  professional  and 
personal:  Tribble  and  Newburg  have  written  numerous  articles  on  human 
performance,  traveling  around  the  U.S.,  and  beyond,  to  lecture  on  the  topic 
—  and  they  have  become  fast  friends  as  well. 

"Curt  saw  a  parallel  between  what  athletes  need  and  what  surgeons  need 
to  know  to  perform  at  the  highest  level,"  Newburg  says.  "He  looks  for  every 
advantage  he  can  find  that  will  benefit  his  patients  or  benefit  his  students." 

And  how  did  Newburg's  research  on  performance  apply  to  Tribble's 
patients  and  students'1  It's  all  about  sustaining  your  focus  and  energy. 

"Too  many  people  choose  careers  for  the  wrong  reason."  Newburg 
says.  "But  in  order  to  perform  at  a  certain  level,  you  have  to  draw 
something  far  more  important  from  it.  People  who  choose  medicine 
thinking  that  doctors  make  their  money  playing  golf  all  the  time  will  not 
succeed.  You  couldn't  do  what  Curt  does  if  you  just  saw  it  as  a  job.  It's  too 
hard;  it's  too  many  hours.  So  when  you  focus  on  the  part  that  gives  you 
energy,  that  gives  you  enjoyment,  you  totally  focus  on  that  idea  instead  of 
all  the  things  swirling  around  it." 

For  patients.  Tribble  believes  that  focus  should  be  on  returning  to  that 
favorite  hunting  spot,  and  for  the  doctor-in-training,  he  believes  the  focus 
should  be  on  getting  them  there. 

"Most  people  react  to  things  around  them:  they  put  fires  out  or  they 
deal  with  the  specific

physical  problem  with  your 
heart."  Newburg  says. 
"Curt  is  one  who  looks  at 
things  differently.  He  is 
not  simply  going  to  train 


young  doctors:  he  is  going  to  help  them  understand  why  they  want  to  become 
doctors.  He  is  not  simply  going  to  perform  a  bypass  or  a  transplant;  he  is 
going  to  give  that  patient  back  the  life  that  he  or  she  once  enjoyed." 
And  all  he  asks  in  return  is  a  letter  with  a  photo  or  two. 

The  Concept  of  Living  and  Learning 

The  surgeon-teacher  thumbs  through  his  book  shelf,  looking  past  the 
bound  volumes  detailing  complicated  medical  procedures  and  thick  manuals 
of  anatomy  and  the  like.  The  book  he 
reaches  for.  instead,  is  a  small 
paperback  entitled  "A  Little  Book  of 
Doctors'  Rules."  The  author  is  Dr. 
Clifton  Meador,  and  Tribble  was  one 
of  the  many  physicians  around  the 
country  who  was  asked  to  submit  ideas 
for  the  publication. 

"I  need  to  check  on  a  few 
things."  Tribble  says  to  a  visitor,  "but 
you  might  enjoy  looking  at  this  while 
I'm  down  the  hall." 

When  he  returns  10  minutes 
later,  the  visitor  is  curled  up  in  a  corner 
chair,  smiling  broadly.  He  tells  Tribble 
that  many  of  these  so-called  "rules"  — 
some  serious-minded,  some  light- 
hearted  —  have  a  familiar  ring  to  them, 
but  one  seems  to  hold  dominion  over  all  others  in  this  particular  office. 
Tribble  reaches  for  the  book,  looks  down  at  the  open  page,  and  grins. 

Rule  #68:  Just  because  you  know  a  lot  of  physiology,  biochemistry,  and 
anatomy  does  not  mean  you  know  anything  about  life  or  people.  Let  your 
patients  and  other  people  teach  you. 

"We  have  a  slide  that  we  show  the  students  here  during  one  of  our  class 
sessions."  he  adds.  '"It's  easier  to  take  a  person  who  is  and  teach  them  to 
know,  than  to  take  a  person  who  knows  and  teach  them  to  be.' 

"I  said  that  I  learned  wisdom  in  Neville  Hall ...  at  least  I  learned  how- 
to  acquire  it  there  —  and  I'm  not  so  sure  I  can  say  I'm  through  acquiring  it. 
You  know,  some  people  tell  us.  'Well.  I'm  too  old  to  change  my  ways.'  and 
I'm  thinking.  'If  I  get  too  old  to  change  my  ways,  I'm  going  to  be  out  of 
here.'  I  feel  like  I'm  changing  my  ways  and  learning,  trying  to  stay  fresh 
every  day.  And  in  that  regard,  students  are  better  served  at  a  place  like 
Presbyterian  College  than  any  other  school  where  they  might  end  up." 
Curt  Tribble  checks  his  watch  and  looks  at  his  appointment  book. 
Although  this  quiet  morning  has  been  a  nice  change  of  pace,  the  afternoon 
ahead  looks  like  a  typical  one:  patients  to  cajole,  students  to  inspire,  probably 
an  unscheduled  surgical  adventure  right  around  the  corner. 

He  rises,  wishes  safe  travel  for  his  departing  guest,  and.  thanks  him  for 
the  visit.  With  that,  he 
quickly  disappears  down 
the  hospital  corridor, 
looking  every  bit  the 
lifelong  learner  eager  for 
the  next  lesson.

Mrs.  Brown:  I  don't  have  any  use  for  somebody 
who  doesn't  have  a  sense  of  humor  —  and  100 
years  old  is  pretty  old  to  be  committing  murder. 

PC  Magazine:  A  sense  of  humor  is  probably  as 
good  a  secret  to  a  long  life  as  anything,  isn't  it? 

Mrs.  Brown:  I  think  maybe  it's  the  best  therapy. 

PC  Magazine:  There  are  many  people  who  have 
been  a  part  of  Presbyterian  College  through  the 
years  who  still  care  about  you.  What  would  you 
want  them  know  about  you  celebrating  your

A  Conversation  With  PC's  Legendary  lady 


PC  Magazine:  I've  read  the  Bee-Mail  newsletters,  and  I  know  how 
much  that  meant  to  those  PC  soldiers.  It  was  just  one  more  way  that 
you  made  such  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  many  students. 

Mrs.  Brown:  Well.  I've  been  with  young  people  all  my  life. 

PC  Magazine:  That  keeps  a  person  young,  doesn't  it? 

Mrs.  Brown:  I  think  a  lot  of  people  think  I'm  a  bit  unusual,  because 
I've  always  been  more  at  ease  with  young  people  —  especially  boys. 
I  was  tomboy:  I  liked  to  be  outdoors.  I  had  to  make  up  m\  own 
entertainment,  and  all  my  life  I  have;  I've  just  done  what  I've  wanted 
to  do. 

PC  Magazine:  I  imagine  those  college  boys  could  age  you  a  little 
bit.  though,  couldn't  they?  Some  of  their  shenanigans  and  hijinks 
—  boys  will  be  boys,  you  know? 

Mrs.  Brown:  Yes.  but  they  didn't  bother  me:  not  much.  They  didn't 
play  many  pranks  on  me. 


PC  Magazine:  Let's  talk  about  the  campus  for  a  moment.  When 
you  see  what  PC  looks  like  now,  do  you  have  to  pinch  yourself 
that  this  is  the  same  place  that  you  and  Dr.  Brown  first  stepped 
foot  on  in  the  1920s? 

Mrs.  Brown:  I  think  the  greatest  thing  that  boosted  Marshall's  spirit 
was  the  building  of  Belk  Auditorium.  Before  that,  they  held 
Commencement  exercises  under  the  trees  out  there  near  Neville  Hall, 
I  remember  one  year,  just  as  we  got  to  the  serious  part  of  everything, 
some  old  farmer  who  had  been  fattening  his  pigs  from  the  (PC) 
kitchen  decided  he  was  going  to  take  them  to  market,  and  he  decided 
it  would  be  a  shame  not  to  let  the  men  in  the  kitchen  see  how  fat 
those  pigs  were. 

So  he  came  up  the  plaza  and  walked  right  down  the  cente.  all 
those  pigs  squealing.  Dr.  Spencer 
MeCallie  was  there  because  his  son  was 
getting  an  honorary  degree,  and  he  said, 
"Lil,  you  take  'em  young  now,  don't 
you?"

Mrs.  Brown:  One  man  came  as  president         May  8  gathering  (opposite 

and  stayed  one  year.  He  had  an  offer  page),  and  then  friends 

from  another  school  and  tried  to  get  honored  her  the  next  night. 

Marshall  to  go  with  him.  He  told 

Marshall,  "You're  a  fool  to  stay  here;  this  place  is  going  to  close."

We  were  told  that  unless  we  got  100  freshmen  (in  1935)  that  PC  was 

going  to  close.

PC  Magazine:  You've  been  such  a  part  of  PC  history;  what  were 
your  expectations  when  you  came  in  1926?  Did  you  expect  Dr. 
Brown's  career  to  take  him  other  places,  or  did  you  think  you'd 
stay  in  Clinton  permanently? 

Mrs.  Brown:  1  didn't  think  that  far  ahead. 

PC  Magazine:  What  about  when  you  became  First  Lady,  what  kind 
of  adjustment  was  that  for  you? 

Mrs.  Brown:  In  his  first  official  act  when  he  came  out  of  the  business 
meeting  in  which  he  was  elected  president.  Marshall  came  across  the 
plaza  into  the  registrar's  office  and  said.  "Well,  you're  fired."  I  didn't 
know  what  he  was  talking  about,  and  I  went  and  put  on  my  raincoat 
and  walked  around  in  the  rain,  because  I  knew  everything  would  be 
changed  for  me. 


PC  Magazine:  Was  it  a  matter  of  tradeoffs,  having  to  give  up 
some  things  you  liked? 

Mrs.  Brown:  We  had  a  house  I  loved  in  College  View,  and  1  liked 
our  private  life;  it  was  quiet  and  when  we  finished  work,  we  often 
had  to  go  back  at  night  and  on  Sundays.  When  the  war  came  along, 
I  was  going  to  write  that  newsletter  if  it  took  all  day  Sunday.  But 
we  could  always  go  back  to  our  quiet  home.  I  knew  all  that  was 
about  to  change  now  that  Marshall  was  president. 

PC  Magazine:  Were  you  a  good  First  Lady  for  the  college,  in 
your  estimation? 

Mrs.  Brown:  1  don't  know,  but  they  didn't  have  all  the  help  that 
they  have  now.  Now,  they  can  call  the  dining  hall  and  tell  them  to 

have  this  or  that  at  such-and-such  a 

building. 

PC  Magazine:  So  anything  in  the  way 
of  entertaining  in  the  president's 
home,  you  had  to  prepare  by  yourself? 

Mrs.  Brown:  Oh.  yes.  I  accepted  that  as 
part  of  the  duty.  And  anytime  anybody 
would  come  to  Clinton  or  to  PC  on 
business,  he'd  have  to  stay  at  our  house  — 
there  weren't  many  other  places  to  stay. 

PC  Magazine:  But  you  probably  met  some 
interesting  people  that  way. 

Mrs.  Brown:  Oh,  yes,  I  certainly  gained  more 
than  I  gave.

I'm  just  sorry  Marshall  couldn't  enjoy  some 
of  these  things,  but  it  was  such  a  lean  time  (when  he  was  president). 

PC  Magazine:  But  in  some  ways,  I  wonder  if  you  might  choose 
not  to  trade  those  times  for  anything  —  they  really  defined  what 
made  PC  special. 

Mrs.  Brown:  That's  right.  I  think  during  those  lean  years  is  when 
the  real  PC  spirit  truly  started.

CHAMPS  Gets  National  Attention 


PC.  Community  Leaders 
Receive  High  Praise 
For  Unique  Partnership 

fresbyterian  College's  CHAMPS 
program  is  receiving  nationwide  recogni- 
tion as  that  rare  partnership  between  col- 
lege and  community  that  is  truly  making  a 
difference.  CHAMPS 

CHAMPS,  an  acronym  for  Commu-  on  July  18. 
nities  Helping,  Assisting,  and  Motivating 
Promising  Students,  is  a  program  that  PC  estab- 
lished in  1995  with  the  Laurens  County  public 
schools,  Thomwell  School,  and  the  Laurens  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Now  in  its  fourth  year. 
CHAMPS  brought  1 20  students — grades  7  through 
1 0  —  to  campus  on  July  5  for  a  two-week  residen- 
tial program  that  included  academic,  social,  and 
character  development. 

Representatives  for  the  Consortium  for  the 
Advancement  of  Private  Higher  Education 
(CAPHE)  and  the  Citizen  Scholarship  Fund  of 
America,  which  operates  the  national  Dollars  for 
Scholars  program,  visited  PC  to  meet  with  the 
CHAMPS  students,  parents,  teachers,  and  volun- 
teers, as  well  as  community  leaders,  and  they 
ended  their  two-day  staff  with  high  praise  for  the 
program. 

"It's  the  only  program  in  the  country  that 
private  college  and  public  education  to- 
gether like  this,"  said  Dr.  Michelle  Gilliard.  execu- 
\PHF.  "What  also  makes  it 
special  is  thai  u  in   live  the  community  in  both  the 
academic  and  Fin        -uppon  components." 


Gilliard,  whose  organization  has  identified 
CHAMPS  as  one  of  several  programs  in  the  nation 
to  receive  funding,  said  the  total  community  in- 
volvement also  sets  this  program  apart. 

"The  spirit  here  in  Laurens  County  is  very 
much  alive,  and  it  contributes  a  great  deal  to  the 
betterment  of  the  community — across  racial  bound- 
aries and  social  classes,"  she  said.  "The  commu- 
nity is  coming  together  for  a  common  goal  —  the 
children.  As  a  result.  CHAMPS  is  instilling  hope  in 
children  and  instilling  hope  in  families." 

Curtis  Trygstad,  national  field  director  for 
Dollars  for  Scholars,  underscored  the  importance 
of  this  community  support. 

"What's  happening  here  is  that  the  college, 
the  superintendents,  the  business  leaders,  the  clergy 
—  this  broad  involvement  sends  a  strong  message 
to  these  children.  Whatever  the  reason,  there  is  a 
sense  of  urgency  with  the  people  we've  met  here. 
They  realize  that  we  don't  have  to  go  very  far  to 
really  make  a  difference  in  children's  lives:  it  can 
he  done  right  here  at  home. 

"This  is  a  program  that  works."

Skinner  Receives  DAR  Honor 
For  Historical  Writings 

n  member  of  the  English  department  at  Presbyterian  College  was  honored  in  May 
by  the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  (NSDAR). 

Dr.  James  L.  Skinner  III.  the  Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of  English,  received  the 
DAR  History  Award  Medal,  presented  to  an  individual  whose  study  or  promotion  of 
American  history  has  significantly  advanced  the  understanding  of  our  nation's  past. 

In  making  the  presentation,  Martha  Knight  of  Roswell,  Ga„  outgoing  Regent  of  the 
Fort  Peachtree  NSDAR  chapter  in  Atlanta,  cited  Skinner's  literary  works,  research,  and 
the  preservation  of  the  Archibald  Smith  Plantation  Home  as  outstanding  contributions  to 
the  history  of  Roswell  and  the  South. 

The  Fort  Peachtree  chapter  recommended  Skinner  for  the  honor,  and  Dr.  David 
Needham.  professor  of  history  at  PC.  was  instrumental  in  endorsing  the  nomination. 

Skinner's  publications  include:  "The  Autobiography  of  Henry  Merrell:  Industrial 
Missionary  to  the  South"  and  "The  Death  of  a  Confederate:  Selections  from  the  Letters  of 
the  Archibald  Smith  Family  of  Roswell,  Georgia.  1864-1956."  He  is  currently  working  on 
the  history  of  Boys  Farm  in  South  Carolina. 

"His  two  books  contribute  to  an  understanding  of  the  19th-century  South  and 
America,"  Knight  said.  "Portions  of  one  of  these  books  have  been  included  in  a  classroom 
text  used  in  college  American  history  classes. 

"Dr.  Skinner's  research  and  documentation  led  to  the  discovery  of  the  site  of  the  first 
factory  in  Roswell  and  one  of  the  earliest  in  Georgia.  He  has  also  prepared  two  videotapes 
on  the  Smith  family  used  for  educating  school  children  and  the  general  public.  His 
reservoir  of  knowledge  has  been  especially  helpful  to  the  Smith  Plantation  Home  docents 
and  other  historical  organizations,"  she  added. 

Skinner,  a  native  of  Atlanta,  joined  the  PC  faculty  in  1965.  He  holds  his  B.A.  degree 
from  North  Georgia  College  and  the  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Arkansas.  Among  his  many  honors  include  his  selection  as  South  Carolina  Professor  of  the 
Year  in  1991.

Biology  Professor  Co-authors  Grant 
For  Creation  Of  Mobile  Science  Unit 

lligh  school  science  teachers  from  across  South  Carolina  will  enjoy  more  sophisti- 
cated lab  resources  as  the  result  of  a  PC  faculty  member. 

Dr.  John  Inman.  professor  of  biology,  and  Rosemary  Wicker,  director  of  the  Upper 
Savannah  Mathematics  and  Science  Hub,  received  a  SI 00.000  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
Professional  Development  Grant,  awarded  by  the  S.C.  Commission  on  Higher  Education,  in 
support  of  the  Upper  Savannah  Region  Mobile  Science  Equipment  System  project. 

"One  important  way  to  improve  the  teaching  of  science  in  the  secondary  schools  is 
through  better  instructional  laboratory  equipment."  Inman  explained,  "but  it  is  simply  too 
expensive  for  individual  high  schools  to  purchase,  so  we  proposed  making  it  a  mobile  lab  that 
could  move  from  school  to  school  in  the  six  Upper  Savannah  counties." 

A  dozen  high  school  teachers  spent  two  weeks  on  the  PC  campus  in  July  learning  to  use 
the  equipment  that  will  be  aboard  the  van.  Those  individuals.  Inman  said.  will,  in  turn,  teach 
their  colleagues  about  the  mobile  unit  when  it  arrives  at  their  schools  throughout  1998-99. 

The  PC  proposal  was  one  of  12  proposals  from  seven  colleges  and  universities  across 
the  state  that  receive  fundina. 


PC  Students  Featured 
In  Atlanta  Newspaper  Article 

I  he  700,000  subscribers  of  the  Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution  got  to  peak  into  a  Presbyte- 
rian College  classroom  on  Memorial  Day  week- 
end. 


Lea  Donosky.  editor  of  the  Perspective  sec- 
tion of  the  Sunday  newspaper,  interviewed  six 

students  who  were  members  of  a  spring  seminar 
examining  the  Vietnam  War.  The  story  marked  the 
25th  anniversary  of  the  end  of  a  conflict  that,  for 
these  students,  marked  the  political  coming-of-age 
for  their  parents'  generation. 
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"In  the  25  years  since  the  United  States 
officially  ended  its  military  involvement  in  Viet- 
nam," Donosky  wrote,  "a  generation  has  grown  up 
with  the  war  in  films,  in  politics,  and  in  their  own 
homes.  Some  are  children  of  Vietnam  veterans;  all 
are  children  of  a  generation  shaped  by  the  war. 
Although  it  has  been  difficult  for  scholars  to  put  the 
most  divisive  war  in  American  history  into  per- 
spective, it  has  been  even  harder  for  these  twenty- 
somethings,  who  say  teachers  and  parents  often 
shy  away  from  talking  about  it  with  them." 

"Dave  Needham  and  I  have  always  enjoyed 
teaching  the  Vietnam  seminar,  and  we  especially 
enjoyed  this  particular  semester,"  said  Dr.  David 
Gillespie,  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and 
dean  of  the  faculty,  who.  as  a  longtime  member  of 
the  political  science  department  at  PC.  has  taught 
the  class  with  Needham,  a  history  professor.  "The 
six  students  who  were  interviewed  reflected  quite 
well  the  quality  of  the  class  as  a  whole." 

The  story  provided  excerpts  from  aroundtable 
discussion  with  the  students,  their  two  professors, 
and  Donosky.  Two  of  the  students  explained  how 
the  semester-long  class  had  allowed  their  fathers 
—  both  veterans  of  Vietnam  —  to  talk  about  their 
experiences. 

"For  me,  it  was  a  chance  to  learn  something 
about  a  part  of  his  life  that  I  can't  understand,  and 
something  that  he  doesn't  normally  share  with 
people.  It's  kind  of  a  hidden  part  of  him."  said  Matt 
Miller,  a  Greenville.  S.C..  resident  who  graduated 
in  May.  "For  my  term  paper  for  this  semester,  I 
interviewed  my  father.. . .  He  told  me  more  for  the 
paper  than  he's  ever  told  anybody.  It  was  really  a 
good  experience  for  both  of  us,  I  think." 

Julie  Ostium  of  Columbia,  S.C.,  another  May 
graduate,  has  seen  her  father  quietly  wrestle  with 
his  own  questions  and  memories  over  the  years. 

"He's  still  very  much  upset  about  what  hap- 
pened," she  said.  "This  was  a  chance  to  understand 
why.  He  was  afraid  that  I  would  get  some  ex-hippie 
professors  who  hadn't  fought  in  the  war  and 
wouldn't  give  me  an  unbiased  perspective.  I  think 
he's  pleased  with  what  I've  learned."

The  discussion  touched  a  number  of  topics, 
including  the  legacy  that  the  Vietnam  conflict  —  at 
home  and  in  Southeast  Asia  —  left  for  future 
leaders  of  the  United  States. 

"I  think  one  of  the  lessons  of  Vietnam  was.  if 
something  like  that  were  to  occur  again,  the  cir- 
cumstances would  have  to  be  a  little  bit  more  dire 
—  the  justification  would  have  to  be  somewhat 
more  substantiated,"  Fickett  said. 

"If  everybody  had  all  the  information  that  we 
have  (as  a  result  of  the  seminar),  it  would  make  a 
big  difference  on  the  way  we  voted,  the  way  we  saw 
American  politics."  said  Massie.  "Until  everybody 
learns  about  it  and  until  people  are  willing  to  talk 
about  it  and  willing  to  teach  our  generation,  then 
it's  not  going  to  make  a  difference." 

"If  it  was  a  shameful  period  in  our  history, 
then  we  need  to  make  sure  it  doesn't  happen  again," 
Ostrum  said.  "This  generation  is  going  to  be  in 
power  in  the  next  10,  15,  20  years.  We  need  to 
know  the  mistakes  that  were  made.  If  we're  not 
taught,  how  are  we  going  to  prevent  making  the 
mistakes  again'" 

"I  think  definitely  America  lost  its  innocence 
in  Vietnam  —  the  whole  era."  she  later  added.

PC's  Writers  Workshop 
Draws  Rave  Reviews 
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Fancy  McCabe  didn't  know  what  to  ex- 
pect as  she  crafted  plans  for  the  1998  Presbyterian 
College  Writers  Work- 
shop, her  first  such  effort 
since  joining  the  English 
faculty  in  the  fall  of  1996. 

"Since  this  was  my 
first  one  (as  director),  my 
goal  was  for  it  to  be  a 
small,  friendly  work- 
shop." McCabe  said.  "I 
wanted  to  choose  faculty 
who  were  not  only  ac- 
complished writers,  but 
congenial  people  as  well." 

She  succeeded— in 
grand  fashion. 

In  an  article  that  appeared  in  the  Rod  Hill 
(S.C.i  Herald,  reporter  Rodney  Stevens  said  that 
McCabe  and  student  assistant  Leslie  Scherberger 
"did  a  splendid  job  of  not  only  organizing  the 
conference,  but  of  making  sure  that  all  events 
flowed  smoothly." 

Among  the  writers  who  served  as  instructors 
for  the  workshop,  held  June  4-6.  were:  Rosellen 
Brown,  author  of  the  best-selling  "Tender  Mer- 
cies:" screenwriter  Gregory  Pincus:  fiction  writer 
Lee  Martin:  poet  Andrea  Hollander  Budy;  former 
New  York  Times  columnist  Le  Anne  Schreiber: 
children's  author  Hudson  Talbott;  and  New  York 
literary  agent  Clyde  Taylor. 

Participants  came  from  as  far  away  as  Char- 
lotte and  Columbia  and  from  as  nearby  as  Laurens 
and  Clinton. 


"I've  gotten  'thank  you'  letters  from  several 
people  who  said  it  was  one  of  the  best  organized 
workshops  they've  ever  attended."  McCabe  said, 
"and  Leslie  deserves  a  lot  of  the  credit  for  that." 

Not  only  was  the  two-day  affair  a  good  first 
effort  for  McCabe.  the  workshop  director,  but  it 
was  a  valuable  experience  for  McCabe.  the  cre- 
ative writing  teacher. 

"I  learned  a  lot  for  my  own  classes  and  for  my 
own  writing."  she  said.  "It  is  a  useful  way  for  me  to 
see  what  they  are  doing  as  successful  writers.  In  the 
process,  we  have  established  relationships  with 
people  who  can  be  great  resources  for  our  writing 
program  here  at  PC."

Conference's  Top  Athletes 


I  Presbyterian  College  claimed  both  the  male  and  female  South  Atlantic  Conference 

Athletes  of  the  Year  for  1997-98. 

Clay  Hall  and  Kimberly  Hampton  earned  those  honors  in  June  following  a  vote  of  the 

directors  of  athletics  for  the  eight  SAC  schools.  The  SAC  Athlete  of  the  Year  awards  are  given 

annually  to  one  male  and  one  female  student-athlete  based  on  athletic  performance  in  one  or  more 

sports,  and  the  impact  of  that  performance  on  the  SAC  and  NCAA  Division  II.  Each  institution 

may  nominate  one  male  and  one  female  for  consideration. 

Hall,  a  6-0, 170-pound  senior  baseball  standout  from  Hartsville,  S.Cwas  named  the  1998 

SAC  Baseball  Player  of  the  Year  after  leading  the  Blue  Hose  to  the  SAC  regular  season 

championship,  a  berth  in  the  NCAA  postseason  tournament,  and  a  40- 

20  overall  mark.  A  centerfielder  and  pitcher,  he  led  the  SAC  with  2 1 

doubles,  tied  for  the  lead  in  triples  with  seven,  posted  a  7-3  pitching 

mark,  and  ranked  third  in  saves  (3)  and  strikeouts  (83).  He  currently 

holds  Blue  Hose  career  marks  in  hits,  steals  and  stolen  bases. 

Hall  was  named  All-SAC  as  a  first-team  outfielder  and  second- 
team  pitcher,  and  he  was  tabbed  for  the  Food  Lion  SAC  All- 
Tournament  team  after  helping  lead  the  Blue  Hose  to  the  co- 
championship.  He  was  also  selected  to  the  ABCA  (American  Baseball 

Coaches  Association)  All-South  Region  team  as  a  first-team  outfielder  and  second-team  pitcher. 
Hampton,  a  5-7  senior  captain  from  Easley.  S.C,  dominated  SAC  women's  tennis  for  a 

second  straight  year.  The  1997  and  1998  SAC  Women's  Tennis 

Player  of  the  Year,  she  capped  off  a  career  record  of  27-0  in  SAC 

matches  with  a  7-0  mark  this  season  and  her  second  straight  SAC 

Flight  Champion  honor  at  number  one  singles.

UP  TO  SPEED 

Fourth  Year  of  Russell  Workshops  On  Technology 
Finds  Faculty  Well  Down  Information  Highway

". . .  As  a  result  of  the  limited  range  of  text  effects  in  HTML,  you  can  produce  a  more  striking 
web  page  if  you  prepare  text  with  a  graphics  program,  then  include  it  as  a  GIF  file ..." 

". . .  GIF  images  load  faster  than  JPEG  images. . . " 

". . .  TIFF  files  have  to  be  converted  to  JPEG  or  GIF. . . " 

". . .  The  background  colors  for  web  pages  are  created  by  a  sequence  of  six  hexadecimal 
digits.  .  .  " 

These  and  like  comments  may  appear  in  the  notebooks  of  20  faculty  members  from  12 
academic  departments,  who.  from  May  11-15,  enrolled  in  the  Russell  Program  workshop 
on  designing  web  sites  for  class  use,  taught  by  Dr.  Bill  Yarborough.  professor  of  physics  and 
computer  science  and  Presbyterian 
College's  director  of  academic 
computing. 

Thus  began  the  fourth 
consecutive  May  that  the  Russell 
Program  has  brought  faculty 
members  together  to  learn  how  to 
incorporate  modern  technology  into 
their  classes.  These  workshops  have 
been  taught  entirely  by  PC  people 
who  were  already  "up  to  speed"  on 
such  matters:  fellow  faculty  members 
and  staff  personnel  such  as  Doug  Wallace,  director 
of  media  services,  and  Diane  Yarborough.  technical 
services  librarian. 

Bill  Yarborough's  week  of  web-weaving 
covered  everything  from  hypertext  language  to 

editing  digital  photographs,  from  developing  maps  for  a  web  site  to  incorporating  sound  and 
multimedia  into  the  site,  and  from  putting  a  site  on  the  server  to  counting  the  "hits"  on  it. 

Then,  from  May  18-22.  nearly  two  dozen  faculty  members  took  up  the  Russell  Program  Steering 
Committee's  challenge  to  use  and  to  compare  various  types  of  classroom  media. 

On  day  one,  Mark  Anderson  of  the  art  department  took  the  group  through  "The  Web  in  a  Box" 
program,  and  Greg  Goeckel  of  the  mathematics  department  demonstrated  his  use  of  the  PowerPoint 
presentation  system  and  using  Excel  software  in  grading.  On  the  second  day.  George  Ramsey  of  the 
department  of  religion  and  philosophy  conducted  a  session  on  "Using  the  Web  in  Class."  Dottie

PowerPoint,  and  Suzanne 
Smith  and  Norman  Scarborough 
of  the  department  of  economics 
and  business  administration 
taught  some  finer  points  of 
PowerPoint  and  classroom  uses 
of  the  World  Wide  Web. 

On  the  following  day.  Eric 
Johnson  of  the  psychology 
department  pointed  out  some 
limitations  of  PowerPoint  and 
showed  how  he  uses  videotapes 
in  class,  while  Bob  Freymeyer  of 

the  sociology  department  revealed  how  he  incorporates  research  and  the 
research  experience  in  the  classroom.  On  May  21  philosophy  professor 
Richard  Baker  donned  the  robes  of  Socrates  and  took  his  colleagues  through 
a  working  demonstration  of  the  Socratic  method.  That  afternoon  Lesley 
Preston  of  theater  arts  did  the  same  with  active  group  work,  and  Fred  James 
showed  an  array  of  materials  and  methods  that  he  uses  in  teaching  biology. 
The  week  concluded  on  May  22  with  Jerry  Alexander  of  the  English 
department  explaining  how  to  use  writing  as  a  pedagogical  tool,  and  George 
Dupuy  of  economics  and  business  administration 
demonstrating  his  article  presentation  modules  and 
group  case  approaches. 


Fourth  year  of  workshops 

The  workshops  of  1998  marked  the  fourth 
successive  year  that  the  Russell  Program  has 
sponsored  workshops  in  the  educational  uses  of 
modern  media  technology.  The  first  such  effort 
was  in  May  of  1995.  when  Dr.  Orval  Oleson.  the 
current  chair  of  the  music  department,  conducted  a 
workshop  on  "multimedia  authoring." 

He  had  spent  the  entire  1992-93  academic 
year  on  a  sabbatical  at  the  technologically- 
advanced  University  of  Northern  Colorado  at 
Greely,  immersing  himself  in  contemporary  music 
technology.  He  spent  weeks  at  a  multi-media  workstation,  accomplishing 
tasks  m  CD-ROM  tutorials,  interactive  multimedia  study,  multi-media 
authoring,  video  disk  and  CD  repurposing.  music  engraving,  and  desktop 
publishing. 

At  his  request,  the  Russell  Program  purchased  for  music  and  other 
nts  a  multimedia  workstation  in  the  computer  lab  at  the  front  of 
mi  and  Dr.  Oleson  set  about  demonstrating  to  his  colleagues

and  to  students  within  and  outside 
the  music  department  what  could 
be  done  with  this  technology. 

So.  from  June  20-24. 1995.  he 
conducted  a  Russell  Program 
workshop  in  "multimedia 
authoring"  for  three  colleagues,  bringing  them  "up  to  speed"  in  such  matters  as 
hypercard  basics,  creating  a  "stack."  importing  audio-visual  resources,  digital 
and  audio  "buttons."  and  creating  fields  with  text  and  barcodes  to  gain  access 
to  digital  "events." 

Dr.  Oleson's  workshop  established  in  the  minds  of  the  Russell  Program 
Steenng  Committee  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  "the  infection  model"  to 
spread  awareness  of  and  competence  in  new  information  technologies:  one  or 
two  knowledgeable  members  of  a  department 
"infect"  members  of  that  and  other  departments. 
Because  the  ideal  of  service  has  been  part  of  PC 
since  its  creation,  few  faculty  members  are 
unwilling  to  share  their  time  and  expertise  with 
their  colleagues.  We  cross  disciplinary  boundaries 
and  learn  from  one  another.  Thus  PC's  faculty  is. 
in  many  respects,  far  ahead  of  sister  liberal  arts 
institutions  in  the  uses  of  educational  technology. 

The  Russell  Program  Steering  Committee 
expanded  this  model  in  1996  into  a  week  of 
workshops  on  "applied  media  technology." 
drawing  on  the  expertise  of  faculty  members  Bill 
Yarborough.  Suzanne  Smith,  and  Norman 
Scarborough,  as  well  as  Doug  Wallace. 

To  the  skills  of  Dr.  Yarborough  in  teaching 
20  colleagues  the  advanced  uses  of  the  Internet,  the  campus  network,  and  the 
World  Wide  Web,  were  added  those  of  Smith  and  Scarborough,  who  took  a 
group  of  19  faculty  members  though  their  first  experience  with  Microsoft's 
PowerPoint  presentation  and  Excel  spreadsheet  programs,  so  that  b)  the  end  of 
the  week  the  participants  were  making  their  own  multi-media  presentations  and 
were  doing  spreadsheet  basics,  statistical  analyses,  and  gradebook  charts. 
Wallace  familiarized  participants  with  the  media  technology  available  in  the 
Harrinston-Peachtree  academic  center  and  his  Media  Learnina  Center. 
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For  the  first  and  only  time  in  1996  the  Russell  Program 
paid  a  stipend  to  the  faculty  participants.  Such  "encourage- 
ment" has  not  been  necessary  since  that  time,  although  the 
instructors  themselves  have  been  paid  small  honoraria.  In  1996 
the  program  established  the  practice  of  furnishing  morning  and 
afternoon  refreshment  breaks  and  then  taking  lunch  together  in 
Greenville  Dining  Hall.  We  found  that  so  much  benefit  comes 
from  the  fellowship  and  the  conversations  during  the  breaks 
and  lunches  that  they  have  been  continued  to  this  day. 

Increasing  demand  in  1997 

The  demand  rose  so  much  that  in  1997.  the  Steering 
Committee,  after  surveying  specific  faculty  interests,  expanded 
to  two  weeks  what  had  already  become  the  traditional  May 
workshops.  We  dedicated  the  first  week  (May  19-23)  to 
accommodating  faculty  needs  in  finding  and  efficiently 
extracting  useful  information  from  "the  web"  and  other 
sources.  The  committee  accepted  and  funded  a  proposal  from  Diana 
Yarborough  and  Tiffany  Reid  of  the  Thomason  Library  staff  to  do  a 
workshop  on  "Information  Literacy"  —  techniques  of  identifying,  retrieving, 
and  evaluating  formation  accessible  through  digital  technology.  Because 
many  faculty  offices  were  already  "wired"  for  the  World  Wide  Web,  and 
because  many  professors  and  their  students  are  trying  to  come  to  terms  with 
that  Web  —  what  has  been  called  "the  world's  largest  vanity  press"  —  this 
workshop  quickly  enrolled  the  maximum  20  participants. 

Those  not  already  up  to  speed  were  given  a  history  of  online  databases, 
were  taught  how  different  "search  engines"  had  their  own  ways  of  searching 
and  their  own  advantages  and  disadvantages,  were  familiarized  with  Boolean 
search  techniques,  were  shown  some  interesting  "sites."  and  were  advised  on 
ways  to  incorporate  information  literacy  into  their  classrooms.  Mrs. 
Yarborough  and  Mrs.  Reid  prepared  discipline-specific  workbook  exercises 
on  order  to  give  the  participants  hands-on  experience. 

During  the  second  week  of  the  1997  workshops  (May  26-30),  Bill 
Yarborough  squired  17  faculty 
members  through  a  session  on  general 
classroom  uses  of  computer

As  as  result  of  four  years  of  these  workshops  and  other  development 

programs  sponsored  by  the  Russell  Program,  a  large  number  of  Presbyterian 

College  faculty  have  been  able  to  acquire  and  to  develop  skills  and  interests  in 

the  educational  uses  of  technology.  The  program  has  also  purchased  portable 

projection  systems  for  all  classroom  buildings  and  many  forms  of  educational 

software  to  aid  in  this  process.  There  may  be  limits  to  the  usefulness  of  this 

technology  in  the  liberal  arts  curriculum.  Indeed,  it  is  one  of  the  purposes  of 

the  Russell  Program  to  point  out  and  to  warn  of  them,  and  the  author  himself 

remains  skeptical  concerning  the 

application  of  much  media 

technology  in  relation  to  the  purposes 

of  liberal  education.  But  if  the  new 

media  are  not  used,  it  will  not  be 

because  they  are  not  available.

Decorated  Military  Officers  Inducted  Into  ROTC  Hall  Of  Fame 


I  he  1998  induction  ceremony 
for  the  Presbyterian  College  ROTC 
Hall  of  Fame  brought  with  it  rich 
memories  and  bittersweet  tears. 

Inducted  on  Friday.  May  8,  were 
Col.  (Ret.)

For  Buie.  a  resident  of  Colum- 
bus.

back  to  his  days  as  a  student  at  PC,  some  of  the  best 
days  of  his  life,  he  said. 

"This  is  the  crowning  achievement  of  my  mili- 
tary career,"  he  said.  "I  didn't  have  the  slightest  idea 
I  would  make  the  military  my  career,  but  the  wonder- 
ful experience  I  had  here  at  Presbyterian  College 
pointed  me  in  that  direction.
